20, I would say t» the farmers that 
practically, every fall cotton, cotton 
cloth, denims and other staples in cot- 
ton goods show heavy advances, and 
prices are now on an upward tendency. 
But we assure the reader that, prices 
will be much lower in the sprieg than 
now. 
In 1904 fall cotton 11 3-4. spring 


7 1-3. In 1905 fall 12 1-2, spring 10 3-4 
In 1906 fall 11 3-4, spring 10 3-4. In 
1908 
fall 10, spring 9 3-4. Now Novem- 


ber 1909 cotton is 14 and may reach 
20 cents yet. There is no cause for 
the present advance owtside of the 
trust. The trust got the whole cotton 
supply this year before the mills. The 
jobbers have a good supply and if the 
mills shut down or run on half time, 
the trust must yield. 
They cannot 


manufacture the cotton. In the spring 
the mill men will make t"heir prices 
and the trust must hold or sell, and 
sell they must, so farmers should not 
be taken in by the story of cotton go- 
ing to war prices. Wait until March 
and see if there is not a down come 
in prices.

Shower of Meteors Now Due. 


The stars are due to fall on the nights 


of November 12-14, a fixture in the cel- 
estial schedule of events. There is a 
secular change in the period of thepar- 
ticular display, a slow movement along 
the calander, but it is only in the pro- 
gress of many years that the alteration 
of the period amounts to so much as 
may be measured by a single night. 
Last year's display fixes the date for 
this year for many years to come. 


The November meteors will scarcely 


be at their best this year. In fact the 
earth cuts their orbit at perhaps its 
most sparsely studded 
spot. This 


shower has a period roughly corres- 
ponding to the generations of human 
life roughly computed as three to the 
century. The lastgreat display was 
due in 1899but it was a disappointment 
when compared with former manifes- 
tations of the periodic maximum. 


This year the earth crosses the orbit 


of this belt of minuscule members of 
the solar system at a point ten years 
away 
from the 
maximum density, 


about a third of the circuit of that or- 
bit. The

thing like the brilliance that from time 
ti time has been 
observed. On the

This Year's Crop Estimated at abcct 


Thirty-five Mlllon Barrels. 


Thirty- five million barrels., or 12,000,- 


000 be-rels mori thau in 190S, is the 
estimated apple crop of the United 
States and Canada this •season, accord- 
ing to Ben H. Rice, secretary manager 
of the second national apple show in 
Spokane, November 15 to 20. who add- 
ed :— 


"While the quality of the product 


ea&t of the Mississippi River is not aa 
good as last year the crop will be 
much larger and probably more pro- 
fitable. The yield iu the States west 
of the Mississippi is lighter thau in 
1908, but the fruit is of a better grade." 


The International Apple Shippers' 


Association has isbuea 
au official 


statement that the crop iu the New 
England States is> twenty per cent, iu 
excess of 1%8, while the yield la the 
Central States i* about 7 1-2 per cent. 
below last year, and the Middle West- 
eru States? report a crop double that of 
la»t season, when the yield was light, 


Growers m the Southern States re- 


port a crop from 125 to 1-50 per cent. 
larger thau iu 1908. The Pacih'c group 
will have a smaller crop thau last 
year, but the decreases in Idaho, 
Washington and New Mexico are more 
thau made up by the big yield in Colo- 
rado, so that the Western crop will be 
fully as large as the previous season. 


Losses are shown in reports from 


New York, New Hampshire, Kansas 
and Oklahoma. Michigan, Wisconsin 
and other States have gains. The 
Dominion of Canada, not including 
Nova Scotia, shows a gaiu of seventy- 
five per cent, so the ciop iu the pro- 
\inceotNo\aScotiais fully as large 
as in 1W8, when a bumper crop was 
harvested. 


"While there is uo wziy by which 


the crop can be figured to a certainty," 
said Mr. Kice, '-the foregoiug figures 
show as near as it is possible to get 
what the yield will be, and they will 
govern prices. There are indications 
that the export business from the 
Northwest will be larger than in 1908, 
when many apples were sent abroad." 


There are many less apples raised 


iu the United States today than there 
were fifteen years ago, and we ara ex- 
porting more of them. In 1895 we 
produced 60,000,000 barrels and in 1908 
23,000,000 barrels of apples. In 1902 
we exported 2,800,000 bushels of ap- 
ples ; in 1907, 7,800.000 bushels. 


The apple crop will soon be the 


national fruit of America. 


The apple show for 1909 will eclipse 


anything of the kind ever seen. It 
will be held at Spokane, the heart of 
the North-western fruit country, and 
it will be open to the world. Apples 
from everywhere will be on exhibition, 
and it will not only be an educational 
and inspirational sight, but will afford 
an opportuuity to compare the East- 
ern. Southern and Western apples, 
that will be of untold value to horti- 
culture. 


At the 1908 show there was -535,000 


in premiums awarded, and there were 
more than 100.000 paid admissions to 
the show. The best carload exhibit of 
apples obtained a cash premium of 
$1.000, and was sold to a firm in 
Liverpool. 
This carload of apples 


was from Weuatchee, Wash., and 
contained 630 boxes, or 50,<W apples. 
and scored umetv-six and one-fourth 
points out of a possible 100.

Surface heard of the decision 


of Gelwicks. visited the orchard and 
tonnd it filled with trees about eleven 
years old. 
He advised the spraying of 


the trees with a boiled lime and sul- 
phur solution. 


"The trees were sprayed in 1907 and 


that year off of six acres he got 600 
bushels of the finest kind of apples. 
Last year the crop was fine again, but 
this year, when all the neighboring 
orchards were bearing only a third to 
one-half a crop the trees were loaded 
down with apples, some of the limbs be- 
ing pressed 
to the ground by the 


•weight of the fruit. 


"After spraying the trees none of 


them died and now all are in a most 
nourishing condition. The 
spraying 


has had a beneficial effect upon all the 
orchards in the neighborhood, for all 
of the farmers, who formerly believed 
only peach trees could be helped by 
spraying, now know that the San Jose 
scale can be driven off of apple trees 
for good. 


"It is necessary in spraying that the 


proper solutions he used. S. B. Rine- 
hart. of Mercersburg, recently sprayed 
22,000 trees iu his orchards with an oil 
solution and practically every tree has 
been killed." 


Expensive Spraying Can be Avoided 


A Chester countian, having 
paid 


$115.00 within four years for the spray- 
ing of an orchard of two acres, wrote 
to State Zoologist Surface for assist- 
ance in ridding his trees of San Jose 
scale. He said: 


"We are so situated that our neigh- 


bors on all sides could learn in regard 
to spraying by seeing it from the pub- 
lic roads. We desire to get from you 
full information of what we are to use, 
and whom we can employ in order to 
successfully rid our trees of the San 
Jose scale." 


Professor Surface replied as follows: 
"It does not pay you to expend so 


much money to have your trees spray- 
ed, when you can buy a good spraying 
apparatus for one-fourth of what you 
have already paid out and it will last 
for ten years or more, and the cost of j 
spraying the trees with it will then be i 
but a few cents per tree. As to the 
proper snray pump, I think an upriglu 
lever pump would give you better re- 
sults than any other. The next thing 
is to use the right material, which i? 
the boiled lime-sulphur wash, either 
home-boiled or commercial. 
You can 


buy it already prepared and ready to 
be diluted with cold water and applied 
to the trees, but, in diluting this, gen- 
erally, you should not add more than 
eight times its bulk of water. 
I pre- 


fer to make my own lime-sulphur wash 
boiling 17 pounds of sulphur and 22 
pounds of lime an hour, with enough 
water to boil it. then straining it and 
adding enough water to make 00 gal- 
lons and spraying it thoroughly over 
the trees. This iri to be done at any 
time whe nthe trees are dormant. Do 
a thorough job and give two good

At the P,apti«t bethel on Hanover 


street, Boston, Is a statue of a Jack- 
tar whittled out by a sailor. Although 
it Is life size it is composed of Just 
three pieces of wood. One makea the 
bead, body and an arm. 
The other 


arm IB made of two pieces, for it is 
raised so as to have the hand touch- 
ing the hat in salute. The figure looks 
as if it were bronze. 


There also is a colossal leg of Chris- 


topher Columbus, said to hare been 
broken from a statue and captured by 
Bonaparte's army. This was given to 
a representative of the society in 
1849. 


Hanging in the vestry of the churah 


is the Lord's prayer, written in 54 lan- 
guages and never yet has a sailor 
Called at the B^thfl who was tinible 
to find the prayer in his own tongue. 


In the main part of the church, fa- 


cing the organ. Is an ancient clock. 
Recently it was repaired and the man 
who did the work said he had never 
seen a clock like it and that it must 
be soveral hundred years old.
